I, Lars Erik Thon , hereby declare the following to be true: 

1 . I am the sole inventor of the invention described and claimed in the above- 
identified patent application (referred to herein as the present application). 

2. I am currently a member of the technical staff at Aeluros, Inc., the assignee of 
the present application, where I have been employed since 

3. I conceived of the subject matter claimed in the present application prior to 
January 8, 2003. 

4. The conception of the invention described and claimed in the present 
application is evidenced by Exhibit A, annexed hereto. 

5. The dates of Exhibit A showing conception have been redacted in accordance 
with standard practice, but all are prior to January 8, 2003. 
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6. Exhibit A is a copy of an invention disclosure written by myself prior to 
January 8, 2003. Exhibit A shows the invention described and claimed in the present 
application. For example, Figure 3 of Exhibit A shows the delay element, the calibration 
circuit, and the multiplier-summing circuit features of claim 1. Further, the written 
description of Exhibit A describes these features of Figure 3 and claim 1 starting from the 
fifth full paragraph onwards. 

7. After conception of the invention, I engaged in reasonable diligence from the 
conception of the invention until the invention was constructively reduced to practice by 
filing the present application on July 7, 2003. 

8. Reasonable diligence from prior to January 8, 2003 to July 7, 2003 is 
evidenced by Exhibits B and C, annexed hereto.

July 7, 2003. Portions of Exhibit C have been redacted to retain client confidentiality.

12. Between March 2003 and June 2003, several drafts of the present application 
were exchanged with Startler, Johansen & Adeli LLP for review and revision and the present 
application was filed with the United States Patent and Trademark Office on July 7, 2003.
